('entral heads the list with 
$358,000, but its percentage of in­ 
crease 
was 
less than that of the 
Missouri Pacific, which is sixth in 
the list. 
The Wabash follows the 
Missouri Pacific with $155,000, and 
then comes the -Missouri, 
Kansas 
and 
Texas with $150,000. 
The 
Big Four, Cotton Belt and Louis­ 
ville and Nashville roads are above 
the $50,000 mark, and the Louis­ 
ville, Evansville and St. Louis only 
a little below it. 
The Mobile and 
Ohio, Cairo Short Line, Ohio and 
Mississippi, and in fact every St. 
l.ouis road as yet heard from, did 
a much larger business last month 
than in May, 1892, with one single 
exception. ”

They will argue from this that Mis­ 
souri IS a safe place in which to in­ 
vest their capital, and all kinds of 
Missouri securities will be greater 
favorites than ever in the money 
markets.
